i^at Kellar who Uvea at Ruaaeil waa 
arreated Sunday morning by the local 
authorities on a charge^of appropriating 
to hj3 own use a horse and bnggy be- 
longing to Dr. J. M. Fischer of Green- 
wood as'enue, Waukegan, Kellar was 
driving the horse at the time he was 
arreated. 

Word that the horse and buggy had 
been stolen was telephoned to the Wau- 
kegan police about eight o'clock Sun- 
day morning. A man who lives at the 
Fischer place had been in the barn at 
three o'clock Sunday morning and the 
horse and buggy was there then. The 
robbery unquestionably took place af- 
ter that. 

Policeman Ike Lyons was sent north 
on Sheriday road on the police motor- 
cycle. Others were sent to the south 
and west, an effort being made to cover 
every direction the thief might have 
taken. Assistant Chief of Police Tyrrell 
and SherifT Green undertook to cover 
the roads running northwest of the city. 

After they had proceeded some little 
distance they began . to receive clews 
which- indicated tjie^horse and^Jjuggy 
had been" dHveiTinth^t direction. They 
had an excellent description of the out- 
fit so they knew they would have no 
trouble in recognizing it.

Manager Bishop was in the shed 15 
minutes before the fire started and he 
declares there wasn't a sign of fire 
about then. The theory is held in some 
sources that an incendiary started the 
blaze at a time when he felt every one 
would be away to dinner. 

The fire broke out in the ahed and 
then spread to the bam in which were 
six horses, being fed for dinner. They 
were rescued. 

The fire atarted m the east end and 
worked west. The main lumber shed 
did not catch fire, owing to the gallant 
work of the volunteer fire department. 
The boys worked like Trojans and sav- 
ed the main buildine and the office. 

There was no wind at all and it ia felt 
that it waa what saved a bigger portion 
of the district west of the yarda. It 
waa feared that, if a wind had prevail- 
ed, the fire might have spread clear 
through to Milwaukee avenue.

Frank Gifford, of Chicago, son of 
Frank B. Gifford and a nephew of Mrs, 
F. E. Fendersoh and D. A, and E, B. 
Williams of this place met death in an 
automobile accident between Williams 
Bay and Lake Geneva, Wis., Sunday 
evening. 

He and a party of friends, including 
Mi33 Dunne, a daughter of the goveiy 
nor, were on their way to visit friend*, 
at Delavan lake. The others in^^ .the ■ 
party were Miss Wilma Leonard, Misa 
Ruth Armstrong, Harry Anderson and . 
Bert Doian all of Chicago. 

The car was^bemg driven at a fair 
rate of speed along a portion of the 
road which passes along the foot of an' 
embankment. On the other side of the 
road there is a ditch. 

Gifford was driving, when one of Jtba 
rear tirea exploded." The force of the 
explosion threw the rear part of the 
car to one side and part way up tho 
embankment. Gifford gave the steer* 
ing wheel a twist to prevent the car 
from overturning." 

The explosion had turned the cor al« 
most half way around,' however,' and it 
shot directly across the road. Before 
Clifford could steer it straight again or 
stop it, the machine skidded Into the 
ditch on the other aide of the road, 
turned completely around, and then 
rolled over. Gifford was crushed be- 
neath the body of the machine. All of 
the other passengers were thrown cleat 
of the car as it left the road. - 

Mis<} Armstrong and Miss Leonard 
fainted, Armstrong landed on hia 
shoulder. Dolan was stunned. . Miss 
Dunne, however, escaped with a fevr 
bruises and was the first to get to her 
feet. She ran to the car and saw that 
she was unable to do anything for Gif" 
ford. Then she turned her attention to 
Miss Armstrong and Miss Leonard. She 
succeeded in reviving them while Dolan 
attempted to drag Gltford'a body from 
under the machine. 

Armstrong's shoulder and arm were 
broken. Other motorists stopped and 
assisted the mjured. From them Misa 
Dunne obtained bandages with .which 
she tied up Armstrong's airm. A phy- 
sician was summoned. He said Gifford 
had been killed almost instantly. Dolan 
and Armstrong were taken to the hos- 
pital where their injuries were dressed 
and Armstrong's broken arm and shouK 
der set. 

Miss Armstrong and Miss Leonard 
became hysterical when they learned 
that Gifford had been killed, but they 
were encouraged and pacified by Miss 
Dunne. " 

A coroner's jury was Impaneled . and 
the jurors viewed the scene of the ac-« 
cident. They returned a verdict of ac* 
cidental death due to the car overturn* 
ing. Gilford's relatives were notifiecl 
and his'body was taken to Chicago.

How much has the Waehington ad- 
minifttration to do with the present 
business situation? To what extent is 
it res|}on5ible and what could it do to 
relieve the situation if it were ao dis- 
posed? 

We. doubt whether President Wilson 
has very much of an idea as to business 
and as to what business really is, but 
suppose he were inclined to do some- 
thing, what could he do? He has been 
asked to drop the whip with which he 
constantly lashes congress and let it go 
home and temporarily abandon his so- 
called anti-trust legislation. 

After all, the situation Is about as 
Frank A. Vanderlip of the National 
CitylBankof New York says: "It is a 
psycholocical question, largely, and if 
the mills of legislation were closed and 
the fires under the boilers at the capital 
plant were banked and people were 
permitted to take their eyes from the 
• seat of government and devote their 
energy for their own good as well as 
the general good, confidence, in our 
judgment, would be restored". 

It is not charitable to criticise Presi- 
dent Wilson all the time. There is no 
question but he is conscientious. There 
is no question but he is honest, and 
there is no question but, he thinks that 
his policy is the best thing for the coun- 
try. However, it makes little differ- 
ence to a man who has accumulated a 
little property whether it is legislated 
out of his pocket by a wpII meaning re- 
former or taken away with a gun.

Do they 
pot supply the government with cer- 
tain maiMiala that have to do with am- 
munition at very high prices? What is 
the object of all the anti-trust legisla- 
tion it it is not to keep men from mak- 
ing to© much money? How much money 
Bhould the Jones Doys be allowed to 
make? Why should they be allowed to 
make a greuier percentage than any of 
the people who have been or are being 
prosecuted under the anti-trust laws? 
We believe that if the legislative 
plants 'at Washington were shut down 
that conditions would soon become nor- 
mal, and we have no objection to the 
administration taking as much credit as 
it desires on account of the prospec- 
tive bumper crop. We think the Lord 
had more to do with it, however, than 
Mr. Wilson, but if Mr. Wilson can find 
any comfort in the fact that the bum- 
per crop occurred in the second year of 
bis reign we have no objections. 
There ia an old saying that a man 
r Ttcan get used to anything, even hanging 
end if Congress and the administration 
keep up their wail about business men 
long enough the whole county will get 
used to it and will not pay any atten- 
tion to them. Business interests have 
to stand about so much persecution, 
anywavr so the best thing to do is to 
take an optimistic view and go ahead,—

Maize 1b also a growing 
Hource for denatured alcohol used for 
heating and lighting.

Our moBt dangerous explo' 
sire, gun cotton and smokeloBS pow- 
der, rely for their manufacture on the 
Indian com. A poor Quality of mo- 
lasses 1b fumlahed by the stems, paper 
br the stalks, and stalks and stems 
are used as fodder for farm stock.

In order to obtairi accurated informa- 
. tlon as how many railroad employes are 
out of work now who had work a year 
ago, the Wall Street Journal has sent 
out inquiries and compiled the follow- 
ing statiBtics: 

On' thirty-four roads operating well 
over half the steam mileage of the 
country on May 1, 1914, there was a 

total of 1,023,336 employes, as compar- 
ted 1,142,893 last year, a decrease of 
119,557. 



There Is nothing to Indicate that 
the men of the later stone age did not 
have buckwheat pancakes for break- 
faaL It has been learned that not 
only buckwheat but many other grains 
of the present day, such as com, bar- 
ley, flax, rye and oats, formed an Im- 
portant part of the dally bread con- 
sumed by the people of the latter half 
of the stone age, known aa<the neo- 
lithic epoch. 

It 1b generally admitted that tbo 
men of the age of hewn stone were 
huntera. With Asiatic Invasions the 
manner of living changed. The neo- 
lithlcs began to raise domestic ani- 
mals and to cultivate certain apecles 
of plants, the remains of which are 
Btlll to bo found. . / 

Corn 1b the moat ancient plant 
known. Sclentlata have observed 
samples of It In the celebrated layer 
of the Mas d'AzU, or**eDd of the hewn 
fitone period. 

It Is believed that this kind of plant 
Is GBsentlally of Asiatic origin. It 
could have been brought Into Europo 
by norollthlc Invaders. Egyptian 
wheat has also been found. Barley la 
also pretty frequent, being repre- 
eented by six distinct varieties. On 
the other band, rye and oats were 
known, but were rare. Flax waa rep- 
reaented by a different kind from the 
present apecles. 

The other plants of that age wer« 
probably gathered In a wild stata 
P^lta were generally cut In quarters 
and dried; such as certain Uttle ape- 
cles of apples and pears.

Name Was a Mistake. 

The Island of Luzon, the principal 
one of the Philippine group, owes Its 
name to a mistake of Interpretation 
on the part of the early Spanish dlB- 
coverers, according to Mr. Kaloa, sec- 
retary of the Philippine commUBloner 
at Washington. There seems to have 
been no name applied to the whole 
Island, as BUch. by the natives; each 
tribe, such as the Tagalog, the Iloka- 
noB and others, designated only their 
own particular territory. 

"Luzon" iB a word In the Tagalog 
dialect, and' means a mortar, such as 
was UBed by the natives fo pound up 
their rice. The Spanish dlBcorerers 
of the Island, who' sailed, not from 
Spain, but Mexico, first encountered 
the natives squatting before their moi^ 
tars, pounding out their dinners. By 
BignB the Spaniards attempted to ask 
them the name of the country. The 
natives, however, mistook their ges- 
turea for Inquiries as to the name of 
the utenall they were busied with, 
and answered "Luzon," a name that 
has clung to the Island ever since.

PLATE MONEY OF THE PAST 

Unwieldy Colnsga Ones Uiued by 

Sweden Now Pound Only as 

Museum CurlosKltta. 

One of the largcBt coins ever struck 
off has beon acfjulrcd by the Ameri- 
can Numismatic society, of New 
kV^ark. Tho piece 1b of copper, 1b la 
byysSVS Inches In size, weighs 31 
pouhdB. and Its coinage value In 1659 
was \elght Swedish dalers, which 
wouldV be about |5.20 In American 
money.y Tho coin Is a rectangular 
Ingot, with five largo round stamps 
punched In It, one In each corner and 
one In tho center. Stamps were 
placed In the corners to prevent 
"clipping." Each comer stamp car- 
ries the Swedish crown In the cen- 
ter, ond the date. 16B9. Around the 
edge Is the Inscription of Carolus 
OuBtavuB X, the rtdgnlag king. The 
center Btamp states the value of 18 
In -silver. 

Coins of this kmd were called 
-plate money." Sweden turned them- 
out contlnuoUBly for 110 years, be- 
ginning In 1649. In the reign of Chris- 
Una, daughter of Gustavus Adolphus, 
In denominations of eight, four, two. 
one and half daler pieces, with pieces 
of five and three dalers In one year. 
The coinage h^d been In, progress 10 
years when the specimen now here 
was struck. In 171B the Swedish 
government melted down 116 bronze 
cannons and made them Into 86,760 
plate money dalers. 

Such Iarg« pieces of pure copper 
wers IsBued as money In order to 
And aa outlet for the products of the 
Swedish copper mines without depre- 
ciating the value of the metaL All 
plate money Is naturally becoming 
qnlt» rare, Dsler and half-dalvr 
pleces are nx>st oft«D found; twos 
and fourU are Bcarce, and the elgbt- 
dal«r pieces are no longer to be seen 
la Europe except In the large mu- 
seuas.

July 7.-Prc6ldcnt WU- 
bon thrilled a huge crowd assembled 
in Independence square within a few 
ifect of where the original declaration 
fwna 3lKned by advocating the modern, 
iuias of the Declaration ot IndepenU- 
fence by applying Us principles to the 
Hbualncas, the poliUca and the foreign 
boUciea of the United States. 
\ Following la the addroas of Preal- 
jdent WIlBOU In part: 

"Mr. Chairman and Fellow CltUena; 
••The Declarntlort of Independence 
was written in Philadelphia. U waa 
adopted in thia historic building. 

"Dut have you ever read the Declar- 
Qllon of Independence? When you 
have heard it read, have you attended 
to Ita aentcncca? 

' "The Peclaratlon of Independence 
li« not a Fourth of July oration. 

Tho Declaration ot Independence 
was a document preliminary to war. 
It involved a vital piece of bualneaa. 
not a piece of rhetoric. 

"If you will get further down in 
tho reading than Ita preliminary paa- 
aageg.iwhere it quotea about the rights 
of men. you will see that It la a very 
Bpeclflc body of dcclarallona concern- 
ing tho bualnesa of the day, not the 
bualneas of our day. tor tho matter 
with which it deals la past— the busi- 
ness of revolution, tho bualnesa of 
177S. 

"I have heard a great many facta 
[stated about the preaont bualnesa con- 
ditions In this country, for example, a 
great many alleeatlona ot facta, at 
any rate, and it is strange that theao 
facta :is stated do not tally with each 
other. 

"Now, tho truth always matcUea tho 
Itruth, and when 1 And gentlemen In- 
(Blstlng everything is going wrong 
l-whcn II la demonstrable that most 
Ithlnga are going right. I wonder what 
they are trying to do. Arc they try- 
ing to serve tho country, or are they 
trying to serve something smaller 
than the counto'?
